1. Request for Approval: The undersigned has been 
invited to participate in the National ‘Bureau of Standards, 
Invitational Workshop on Audit and Evaluation of Computer 
Security II: System Vulnerabilities and Controls. This 
workshop is being held in Miami Beach, Florida during 28-30 
November 1978. Your approval for this participation is 
requested. 


2. Workshop Background and Objective: As stated in the 
invitation: "This Sort enep is a follow-on to the first NBS 
Invitational Workshop on Computer Security which consolidated 
the state-of-art information available in the field and de- 
fined areas for future research. The current NBS objective 
is to produce the basic sections for Federal Information Pro- 
cessing Standard (FIPS) Guideline on Audit and Evaluation of 
Computer Security. A major component of this guideline will 
be the description of system vulnerabilities and countering 
controls that this workshop will identify. Again, as in the 
first workshop, we are bringing together the foremost experts 
in the auditing and computer science communities to accomplish 
our goals."
